Sir: 


An examination of the pay rolls of the mint at Philadelphia for the month of June, 1885, 
the last month of the administration of A. Louden Snowden as Superintendent, shows a force of 
employees numbering 357 persons, while the force carried on the rolls of the mint for the month 
of October, 1889, the last month of the incumbency of Daniel M. Fox as Superintendent, shows a 
force of 520 persons. The increase in the work of the mint does not justify so large an increase of 
force, and you are therefore instructed to use your best efforts to reduce the force to a proper 
working basis consistent with prompt and perfect execution of the coinage, based upon current 
allotment. 


In reducing the force to conform with the practical requirements of a manufacturing 
institution you will use your discretion in making the reduction gradual so as to work the least 
hardship to those at present employed.
